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'- WieNever made a Doubt, but fome time 
a At or other, the Parliament would con- 
a cern themfelves to Enquire into the 
_ Intollerable Grievance to Trade, from the 
'Knavery and Cunning of Deligning Men. 
Publick Milchicts always Cure themfelves 
___ when they grow fo Popular, and fo Fatal, 
that they Alarm the Nation, and Awaken 
Sleeping Juftice to enquire into the Con- 
fequences: Thus Lotteries, Royal Oaks, 
and {uch Nuiances of the Town obtain’d 
RedrefS, even by their own Magnitude, 
‘growing Scandalous to the Nation, and 
‘Naufeocus to all that obferv’d them. 
The Mifchiets of Trade by Bankrupts, 
Yraudulent Breakings, and Barratry of the 
- ‘Tradefinen, have been fo Publick, that fre- 
 ‘qnent Laws have been made to Supprefs 
them; but the Misfortune of this Nation 
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is, and that’s what Iam now Complaining 
of, that the Laws againft Bankrupts and 
Debtors are become, by the IN) Condu&, 
both of Debtor and Creditor, as great a 
Grievance as the Crime. 

And this is what lam now upon, and 
I begin with the Creditor, becaufe there 
being a Bill depending in the Houfe of 
Gominons, to preventand Punifh Fraudu- 
lent Bankrupts, I fhall in the courfe of 
this Head, fay fomething, which I hope 
may be ufeful te prompt, if poffible, our 
Legiflators,- to add an effeétual Cure to 
this Evil. 

The prefent thing I fhall therefore De- 
bate, is the propereft Method, to prevent 
Fraudulent Breaking of Tradefmens; and 
here [ muft begin with the Negative,as in 
like Cafes, and muft fay, which / Queftion 
nos 
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"woe P foal make out, that the Methods now 


taxen in England, co purfue Bankrupts 
zud Debrors, are fo far from Anfwering the 
Trae end of the Law, that they are real- 
ty an Encreafe of the Number of Bank- 
rupts, aad an Encouragement to their 
Frauds; and to Explain this, 1 hall; 
prove, : x 
:, That Commiffions of Bankrupt, tho 
weil defign’d by the firft Contrivers, are, 
as now pratis’'d in England, Pernicious to 
Trade, Deftruétive of the Intereft beth of 
Debtor and Creditor, and a very great 
occaiion of the Common Frauds of Bank- 
rupts, by making Men Defperate, and 
driving them to all Ex:remities , to Detraud 


‘and Cheat their Creditors. 


2. That the Law lately made for the 
Perpetual: Imprifonment of Debtors with- 


_ out Bail, and without Diftinétion of Cir- 


cumftance 3 is Barbarous and Inhumane, in 
Pragtice Unjut, and Unequal in its Nae 
ture; Ruinous to Trade, and tending to 
make Men Defperate, and an Encreafe of 
Fraudulent Ruptures in Trade. 

When I have done this, I fhall Attempt 
the Difplay of the Debtor-fide of Villany, 
and Humbly offer, at fome fiich proper 
Mediums of Reftraint, bath upon Debtor 
and Creditor, which being puc into form, 
and reduc’d to Praftice, may effectually 
prevent, or feverely Punifh Fraudulent 
Bankrupts, and duly Compaffionate and 
Encourage the Miferable and Unhappy, 
who are willing to be Honeft, are Induftri- 
ous in Bufinefs, but Reduc’d by Cafualty, 
unavoidable Decays, or other well accoun- 
sed for Cigcumftances. 

Thofe Gentlemen, who prompt Com: 
mifions upon every Fraéture in Trade, 


_ meerly to Furnifh themfelves with Bulinefs, 


and let themfelves into other Mens Eftates, 
muft Excufe me to tellthem, I muft Treat 
them very plainly by chemfelves and tho’ 
{ doubt the Truths to b2 told upon that 
Head, will not Pieale them, fince it will 
leave themco Account fur the Ruine ofa 
great many Houeft Families, who with 
more gentle Uiage, might have been Pre- 
ferv'd 3 yet [ hop? chzy who are Employ’d 
va the Neceffity wichout the Fraud, will not 


think themfelves at all Concern’d in a 


it. . 
Violent Meafures in the Cafe of Debtors, 
cannot beequaily ufefal in all Cafes, becaufe — 
‘Ruptures in Trade, proceed from various — 
‘and different Caules; asno Mealures can - 
be too Severe, to prevent the Villainons 
Prattices of wilful defign’d Bankrupts; fo 
no Tendernefs can be tuo great with thofe 
Honeft, Induftrious, and Diligent Fami- 
lies, who fal into Evil Hands, bythe meer 
Surprize of thele Villainous Ruptures. 

But what fhall we then fay, to the Exes — 
cuting thefe Commiffions with eqal Fraud 
and Difhoneftly to the Knave they pres 
tend to Deteé 3 to recover the Debis of 
a Bankrupt, and‘ having gotten them into 
their Hands, Imploy them, neither to che 
Reliet of Debtor or Creditor, neitherto 
fatisfie his jaft Debts, nor to free him — 
from the Sorrows and Difurders of his Af- 
fairs ; fhould I enter into a Lift of the 
Commiffions of Bankrupt, which have 
been taken out, proceeded upon, and yet — 
never Arriv’d to the Perfe@tion of aDivie 
dend, but have wafted all chey havetaken 
hold of in Expences, Entangled Law 
Suits, and a long Etcetera of Oppreffions 
and Violences among the Creditors 3 it 
would defcend too low into the Lay-Stall 
of Trade, and Expofe the very Nation 
it felf. _ 

But the Prefent Difcourfe aims more 
particularly to Examine, how the General 
Practice of Statutes and Gommiffioners, — 
really tends to weaken the Publick, pre- 
vents rational Means of Reftoring the — 
Breaches of Trade, Exafperates Men, that 
being willing to Difcover thir Eftates, — 
and deliver their fifeéts to their Credie 
tors, are Difcourag’d by the furious Me= ~ 
thods taken by Men of Unmercitul Prine | 
ciples; are Driven to all the Parts of 

fperation, both upon themfelves and 
their Effeéts, and which oftentimes ends in 
the Deftruétion of thofe Families thac 
might be Sav’d, and might be render’d — 
ufeful to the Publick ; and of this, 1 doubt — 
not t» give fuch Demonftrable Accounts, 
as fhall fatisfic any Unprejudic’d Judges, 
and as may it Time, produce fuch ae q
